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Many a scheme or plot have been 
hatched in local pubs, one of the 
most spectacular being at the 
Cleveland Arms (now Vane Arms) at 
Sudborough in 1837 when a group of 
twenty-five men planned a daring 
raid at Deene a few miles away 
where rabbits were supposed be in 
abundance. Unfortunately for them, 
a gamekeeper from that estate 
overheard them and informed the 
steward who subsequently arranged 
for fourteen workers to lie in wait for 
an ambush at the appointed time. 

As they walked across one of the 
fields, the would-be poachers 

were pounced on. In the ensuing 
confrontation, many of them fled, 
leaving behind three who were 
taken into custody, and the 
disembowelled corpse of another. 





press gang. 


At the subsequent inquest it was 
stated the deceased had died from 
over-exertion! 

The three offenders were tried at 
Northampton and found guilty, but 
on account of having large families to 
support, together with good character 
references, their sentence was cut from 
transportation to a year’s hard labour. 
In the previous century the British 
army and navy were frequently 
undermanned and had to find ways of 
finding recruits aged between fifteen 
and forty five. One way was to form 
a ‘press gang’ who would target 
pubs, a prime target for tipplers who 
would be oblivious to the ‘Kings 
shilling’ being dropped into their 
beer mugs — a sign of acceptance of 
volunteering. One incident, albeit in 
jest by some friends, was recorded in 
the diary of John Clifton (see Spring 
edition) at the Three Lasts and other 
pubs in Oundle in November 1776, 
in which they ‘dress ’d themselves in 
the Masquerade task and set off as a 
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If Only Our Local Pubs Could Talk (part 4) - Peter Hill 


The diarist also recorded, with his 
usual wit, a number of fights in the 
town’s pubs. One took place (aptly) 
on Boxing Day, 1778: 

‘A Good Battle was fought 
tonight at the Dolphin between 
John Henson, alias ‘Fow Tankard’ 
and Sam Barnes, watchmaker. 
After some fairish knocks, victory 
was declared in favour of Henson, 
but his shirt was torn all to 
pieces which caused him to get 
his Wife’s Blessing’. 

Another form of humour can be 
found in the form of graffiti, such as 
that discovered by workmen during 
the demolition work in Corby village 
in 1960. The Black Horse in Church 
Street was one of five original pubs 
in the village and was said to be 
patronised by the more ‘sporting’ 
types of local men. 
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Whilst the workmen were 
dismantling some of the furnishings 
they had a chuckle at some of the 
graffiti on the doors of the men’s 
toilets, including this one: 

Rockingham on the Hill, 

Oakley in the Vale, 

Kettering for silly B------ S, 

Corby for Ale! 
This colourful language either in 
graffiti or rhyme form was nothing 
new with our ancestors, when it came 
to local inter-town/village rivalry, 
asserting superiority on some way, 
some of which one might say is 
still goes on today? If a village was 
‘closed’ (with a resident lord of 
the manor to keep an eye on the 
behaviour of its inhabitants) as 
opposed to an ‘open’ village 
(where the lord of the manor lived 
elsewhere) there could even be 
jealousy in some form. Such was the 
case with Dingley and its solitary 
pub, the Horse and Jockey, looking 
enviously at nearby Wilbarston (with 
an amazing nine pubs at the time) 
and Stoke Albany (with three). 
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As aresult, Dingley referred to them 
as Sodom and Gomorrah! 

Much has been written about the 
Talbot in Oundle and its supposed 
association with Mary Queen of 
Scots who was imprisoned locally at 
Fotheringhay prior to her execution. 
Masonry and furnishings from the 
castle are said to have been brought 
to the inn after demolition of the 
former. Inevitably, legends sprang up 
after this event, including ghostly 
phenomena, seen and heard by staff 
and guests on many occasions. 
Despite this being far-fetched in 
most cases, one particular incident 
(which has been verified) cannot be 
explained: In the 1960s, four friends 
sat down at a table in one of the 
rooms with their drinks, awaiting 
their meals, when one of them asked 
jokingly ‘Where's Mary?’ whereupon 





an old portrait of the queen fell from 
the wall behind them! Coincidence? 
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In the south of the county at 
Paulerspury during the 1880s, ‘Perk’ 
Smith, the landlord of the Barley 
Mow was a well-known character, 
not averse to taking up dares like 
climbing the church battlements, 

or indulging in a session of brutal 
‘kickshins’, a local ‘sport’. On one 
occasion whilst brewing, he had just 
put the wort in the copper, and as he 
added the hops (which needed time to 
sink) he heard of a prize fight about 
to take place in a nearby field, and 
subsequently left the brewing 
temporarily. The problem was the 
fight lasted longer than expected. 
When he returned, the copper had 
boiled dry and he saw his beer 
running down the street. When one 
of the onlookers asked how he felt 
about what had happened, he smiled 
saying he would not miss a good 
fight for anything!

Successive waves of invaders have stamped their linguistic footprint on the names of Northamptonshire’s towns and 
villages. Learning how to ‘read’ local place names opens a window into the past, giving us clues about which ancient 
people’s stomping ground we now occupy, and helping us understand Northamptonshire’s ‘frontier’ role, sitting along 
the dividing line between the Anglo-Saxon and Viking kingdoms.

Let’s start with a few general principles about place names... 


2. But place names are unreliable guides to history: 


a. The people who named a settlement might not 
have been the same people who built the things 
the place is named after. For instance, if the 
Anglo-Saxons named something -burh for a fort 
(Orlingbury,; Wellingborough; Desborough), 
we don’t know if this was an Anglo-Saxon, 
Roman, Celtic or British fort. And unless the 
archaeological or historical record can prove 
there had been a fort there, did someone simply 
add -burh to a place name because they thought 
it sounded cool? 
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b. Words get recycled, often losing their original 
meaning in the process. The Romans used 
-castra to indicate a camp (Cirencester; 
Lancaster; Irchester) - but the later Anglo- 
Saxons helped themselves to the word, adding 
it to place names, regardless of whether there 
had been a Roman fort or camp there. 


c. The languages spoken by the Anglo-Saxons 
and the Vikings shared the same linguistic roots, 
making it harder to distinguish who might have 
named a place. The ‘Roth’ part of Rothwell could 
have come from either the Viking for red (rauthr) 
or the Anglo-Saxon for clearing (roth). 


d. The spelling of placenames varied, depending 
on who did the writing. In the Domesday Book, 
the Germanic placenames were written down by 
Norman scribes, writing in Latin, who had the 
task of wrestling the local pronunciation into 
Latin spelling conventions. Inconsistent spelling 
plagues our understanding of placenames right 
up to the modern period. 


Northamptonshire placenames 


Pre-history to c.500 AD 


For all their fine artistic heritage, the Celts left 
remarkably little impact on the place names of England 





outside of Cornwall and Cumbria. The names of 
English rivers are the main Celtic linguistic legacy - 
Avon, Severn, Tees, Thames, Trent - as well as our own 
river Nene - although these names could have been 
coined by even more ancient occupiers of these islands. 





There’s only one Northamptonshire settlement name 
routinely considered to be Celtic, Crick. 


Celtic languages continued to live on in other parts of the 


UK, particularly the fringes such as Wales and Scotland, 
although placenames starting ‘Pen’ (as in Pendle Hill in 
Lancashire) are often Celtic in origin. 


LOOAD - the Romans arrive, bringing Latin 


When the Romans arrived in the first century AD, 

they had significantly more impact on our place names. 
The Romans gave us the -coln of Lincoln, the -pont 
(bridge) of Pontefract, the -strat (street) of Stratford, 
and the -port of Stockport. 


It’s also thanks to the Romans that we have so many 
place names ending in -caster, -chester, -cester 


(Lancaster, Manchester, Leicester, to name a few), 

all are derived from castra, the Latin for ‘camp’. 

In Northamptonshire, we find this ending attached 

to places with known Roman settlements, such as 
Towcester and Irchester. The name of Chester Farm 
between Wellingborough and Rushden, now known to 





be the site of an important Roman town, provided a 
rather large clue to archaeologists. 


The ‘Week’ of Weekley could be an Anglo-Saxon 
personal name. But a more interesting theory 1s that 

the ‘Week’ is a corruption of the Latin ‘vicus’— a root 
also shared by places ending 1n -wich/wych/wick 
(Norwich, Aldwych, Gatwick). Vicus seems to have 
been adopted for settlements with a reputation for trade, 
hence it appearing often in the names of ports. 

Given we know there was a Roman settlement in 
Weekley, we can speculate as to the nature of its trade — 
Iron? Dairy? The famous pottery of the Roman period 
known as Nene Valley Ware? 


The comparative lack of Roman names in the 
county is something of a mystery, not least given 
Northamptonshire’s position on Watling Street, 
the major Roman thoroughfare. 


500 AD onwards - the Germanic tribes arrive 
(Angles, Saxons, and Jutes), speaking a language 
we know as Anglo-Saxon (or Old English). 


It’s from this period that the majority of our local 





Northamptonshire place names derive, including all the 
names of villages that this newsletter reaches. 


Starting with Geddington. Reading backwards, we have: 


-ton or -tun Anglo-Saxon for farmstead, settlement, 
or enclosure 


ing /ingas Anglo-Saxon for ‘the people of’ or clan 


Gedd Uncertain - but probably derived from 


someone’s name 


From this, we can make a guess that Geddington 
means something like the farmstead of Geit’s clan 
(Geit being the name recorded in the Domesday Book), 
accepting that the exact name of original patriarch or 
matriarch has been lost to time. What’s unusual about 
Geddington’s name 1s that the village’s most prevalent 
natural feature - the ford - wasn’t worthy of inclusion 
(compare Oxford, Chelmsford or Hereford).

Northamptonshire Place Names (continued) - Deborah Armitage 


By reading backwards, you can see a similar pattern 
occur in other place names - Paddington, Washington 
and, of course, Kettering, again working on the 
assumption that the first syllable is derived from an 
ancient person’s name. 


The Anglo-Saxons also introduced the suffix -ham to 
place names (Northampton), which also indicates a farm 
or small settlement. From this, we can see that places like 
Birmingham and Nottingham follow a similar pattern 
to Geddington. Birmingham was the farm belonging to 
Beorma’s people, and Nottingham the farm belonging to 
Snot’s people. (Later Norman scribes struggled with the 
‘Sn’ sound, so thankfully, Snot became Not). 


If we understand -ton in Geddington, then the name 
Newton is straight-forward to understand - the new 
farm or settlement. The same -ton also appears in 
Grafton Underwood, with the ‘Graf’ meaning ‘grove’ 
and Warkton, where the ‘Wark’ was most likely a 
personal name. 


In Oakley, it was the natural features that merited 
recording in the placename. The ending -/ey (or -leigh/ 
-lea) came to mean a pasture or clearing, so Oakley 

was named for a glade of oak trees. The -/ey also appears 
in Weekley. 


Other Northamptonshire towns named during this 

period include Daventry (name + treow ‘tree’), Finedon 
(the valley (don) where assemblies (things) were held), 
and Raunds (rand ‘border’), and Brackley (possibly 

the clearing of bracken). The roots of the name, Oundle, 
however, remain a mystery. 

A few local oddities from this period include all the 
‘hoes’ - Cogenhoe, Wadenhoe, Aynho - with the ‘hoe’ 
thought to mean a ‘heel’ or ‘spur’. For reasons lost, 

the majority of these ‘hoe’ placenames occur in 
Northamptonshire — perhaps a trend started here? 


800 AD — the Vikings start to raid, and then settle, 
speaking a language we know as Old Norse 


The frequency of Viking names in the county suggests 





the Norse people settled here in large numbers. Yet head 
south, west or east of the county, and you’ll find Viking 
names few and far between. 


This is testament to Northamptonshire’s prime position 
along the ‘Danelaw’, the boundary dividing England 
between the Anglo-Saxons in the south and west, and the 
Vikings in the north and east. 
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One of the most common Viking elements in placenames 
is -thorpe (village or farmstead) — as in Scunthorpe. 

In our area, we boast Apethorpe, Deenesthorpe, Thorpe 
Malsor, Kingsthorpe, Althorp, and many more. 


The suffix -by (settlement, but later town) also indicates a 
Viking settlement — famously in places like Whitby and 
Grimsby. Again, locally, we are surrounded by these: 
Corby, Wilby, Long Buckby, Catesby, and Kilby. 


We also have plenty of hybrid placenames — combining 
an Anglo-Saxon and Old Norse element. The many 
villages with Ashby as part of their name (Cold Ashby, 
Canon’s Ashby) are evidence of this: the ‘Ash’ element 
is Anglo-Saxon (ash tree), whereas the -by is Viking. 





And the Vikings also came first too: the Car/ton in East 
Carlton and Strixton both start with a Viking name 
(Karl and Strikr) and end with an Anglo-Saxon element. 


1066 AD and beyond — 


Although the Normans stamped their authority on the 
country, they had minimal impact on our placenames. 
Where we do find Norman placenames, the Norman 
element tends to reflect the name of the local aristocrat — 
such as in Paulerspury, derived from the name 

de Paveley. The ‘Bec’ element of Weedon Bec also 
points to the French monastery, Bec-Helloiun, granted 
ownership of the land. 





As we move forward in time to the later medieval period, 
placenames are adjusted to reflect new additions to their 





landscape. From this time, we get the Chapel in Chapel 
Brampton, and the Canon in Canon’s Ashby. 


From this period, we also have more places incorporating 
the name of the local landowner — Barton Seagrave and 
Stoke Doyle being two local examples. 


There’s also one village in Northamptonshire that has 

a special moniker, granted to only a handful of places 

in England, which received royal patronage. When 

the village of Grafton passed into the possession of 
Henry VIII in 1527, it became known as Grafton Regis, 
meaning ‘Grafton of the king’. 





Geddington Ghosts - Steve Brown 


As a follow on from my request for local ghost stories that I could report on in the Newsletter, I was pleasantly 
surprised to have some pretty decent feedback, so much so that I might have to do more than one article! 


So here goes... 


My first foray into Geddington’s supernatural annals 
took me (and my intrepid and glamorous assistant, 
Leila Knight) to Castle Gardens on Wood Street. This 
building was erected back in the ’70s on land that once 
(allegedly) was occupied by part of the Royal Hunting 
Lodge of mediaeval times, and adjacent to more recent 
cottages and a pub called ‘The Royal George’. They are 
now no longer standing, and Castle Gardens now serves 
as assisted living for some of our more mature residents, 
and it was to two of these, Cynthia Bishop and her friend, 
that I spoke with of their experiences here. 


There have been unusual happenings around the place 
for several years, with residents being disturbed by 
knocking sounds from their particular flat door... 

on investigation the corridor outside is always found 
to be empty, with no explanation forthcoming. On one 
occasion a resident of many years heard her door open 
whilst she was elsewhere in the flat, but on immediately 
going to where her front door was, saw no one and the 
door was closed! There have also been reports of a 
female figure seen in passing outside the door of flat 9, 
but only fleetingly so no full description was noted. 


One autumn afternoon, not very long ago, Cynthia and 
her friend were returning to Castle Gardens following a 
visit into Kettering.

Our house was originally owned by John Ambery, 

a Geddington builder. He was something of a collector 
of stone objects, probably from sites he worked on. 
For example in our garden we have a stone font, stone 
mullions and the large sandstone tablet in the photos. 


I have tried the Facebook Secrets and Tales of Kettering 
and took photos of it into the heritage identification at 
Kettering Library but cannot identify where it might have 
come from or its significance. 


The slab is 41” wide, 35” tall and up to 6” thick (the tape 
measure in the photograph is set to 500mm). There are 
two loose 6” x 5” inserts at the bottom. The design is a 
forearm with an archer’s wrist guard (a bracer) holding 
a branch, laurel? 


As they drove into the main car park, which is off Wood 
Street and at the front of the building where the main 
entrance 1s, Cynthia, who was in the front passenger seat, 
said to her companion, “Who's that?” Both ladies could 
then see a woman sitting in one of the chairs in the shared 
lounge, by the big picture window that looks out over the 
car park. She appeared to be reading, and neither of them 
recognised who it was. 


Cynthia then got out of the car while her friend reversed 
into a space to park. She went into the entrance hall and 
directly into the lounge... and no-one was there! At no 
stage could anyone have left the room without being 
seen and Cynthia, a redoubtable lady, was foxed. They 
compared notes, and described the woman as older, with 
erey/blonde hair, average build and wearing reasonably 
modern non-descript clothing... and none of the current 
residents at that time matched the description! 


As a footnote, Cynthia had been warned some 15 years 
prior, when she first moved in, that the place was haunted. 


Next time I will tell of another experience Cynthia had 
at one of her previous properties, which may strike a 
chord with more recent occupants, but for now keep safe 
and as they say in circles paranormal - ‘Don t make a 
spectre of yourself!’.

One of the top secrets of World War II was the “dummy” 
airfield next to Geddington Chase up at my farm in 
Little Oakley, Cobley Lodge. 


It covered three fields, about 82 acres of grass and was 
composed of angle-ironed building structures, runway 
lights and miles of rubber-coated copper wire, all joined 
up to a petrol generator. 


Its secret aim was to be lit up during a raid, whereby 
the German planes would bomb my fields, thinking it 
was Grafton Aerodrome. 


Just in front of my house there were six huts in a row 
and opposite a searchlight. Next to that was the 

“pill box” with six rifle openings built out of brick 

with an 18inch reinforced concrete roof. The searchlight 
base and the pill box are still there and I remember as a 
child playing soldiers with my brother Jim shooting out 
of the windows with our home-made rifles — I still have 
mine. We also played in and out of the wooden huts and 
pretended to light the old cast-iron stoves. 

In 1940, the North and South Staffordshire regiments 
were the first to be billeted in the huts and they were 
followed later by the Warwickshires. 

I was told by Ron Bellamy from Kettering that some of 
the lads in the North and South Staffs were footballers, 
playing for Stoke City and Port Vale, two in particular 
being Stanley Matthews and Jock Kirkton.

Ron also told me that his brother Harry, who was a 
gunner at Brigstock Camp, played football with all of 
them, including Bill Shankly, the Liverpool manager. 


A unit of ten men were billeted to control the searchlight 
and maintain the dummy aerodrome. This consisted of 
nine men with one NCO in charge. 


They all obviously became friendly with my grandparents 
and my dad and his sister Peggy, who were living at 
Cobley, often helping out on the farm in exchange for 
some milk or eggs. 


Many a night when my father was out with the Home 
Guard, my grandmother and Aunt Peggy (on the piano) 
would ask the lads off duty in for a sing-song around 
the fire. 


I can see them now, mostly lads of only 19 years, 
huddled together in the farmhouse, hooks still in the 
ceiling for the paraffin lamps and in the dim, smoky haze, 
them all singing along, eating Gran’s cakes and drinking 
Grandad’s beer. 


It really must have been a most welcome distraction 
from the boredom, but extremely important work they 
were doing for the secret aerodrome and ultimately 
protecting the USAAF 384th Bomb Group B17’s 

at Grafton Underwood. 


Just some indication of the fun they all must have shared 
is in the following song sheet I have just found: 
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Better than the A.R.P.

While I sit here dealing with 
‘Newsletter business’ at this very 
strange time, I feel compelled to 
share with you some thoughts and 
memories about my Grandad, 

John Charles Johnson, aka Charlie. 
Sadly ‘Charlie’ passed away on the 
11" of April, and I sit writing this 
piece on the eve of his funeral. 

It will be a strange affair with limited 
numbers allowed to attend (those 


that can, social distancing of course), 


and a live broadcast on the internet. 
Charlie was born in 1928 at home, 

in a small cottage on Lees Way in 
Geddington. One of four siblings, 

as you could imagine space was tight. 
At an early age, along with his family 
he moved to a yet smaller house in 
Star Lane. 

The houses in Star Lane have since 
been demolished, but the space was 
shared with a stable block and the 
butcher’s abattoir. Grandad remarked 
the smell was often foul, especially 
on warm summer evenings, and I, 
being one who likes to use The Star 
decking, am thankful it’s no longer 
there. The tiny houses in Star Lane 
were little better than a slum, with no 
running water or the amenities that 
we take for granted today. 
Fortunately he wasn’t there for long 
and the family moved to a newly 
built property on Wood Street, which 
was a three bedroom house (with 
outside loo!) and with a large garden 
backing onto open fields.

This was almost palatial given where 
the family had been living. 


Charlie began working on the Smith’s 


farm as a young boy, alongside his 
father Harry. The Smith’s farm yard 
when he first started working, was 
situated on land between West Street 
and Queen Eleanor Road. Sisters, 
Emily and Mary Smith, took over 
running the farm from their father, 
and I had the pleasure and honour of 
spending many hours with these two 
ladies as a young boy, little under- 
standing until I got older, why my 
Grandad held them in such esteem. 
Their small stature was deceiving as 
you couldn’t get a more formidable 
pair of women. Mary however, the 
younger sister, had a mischievous 
streak, and her antics and cheeky 
comments often caused disapproving 
looks from her elder sister, Emily. 


This was a great source of amusement 


for my sister and me, but their home- 
made cakes were beyond compare. 
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A conversation recently reminded 
just how much the Smiths had looked 
after Grandad and his family, and in 
return he was a faithful and totally 
committed employee. 

In the mid 40’s, Grandad met the one 
and only woman for him, my Nan, 
Margaret. Margaret was from the 
metropolis that is Kettering, and it is 
fair to say was acomplete ‘townie’. 
This did not get in the way and in 
1949 they married, and Nan moved 
to Geddington to become a farmer’s 
wife. She would though have been 
the first to say she never really took 
to rural life, but she was always 
supportive and spent many an hour 
walking across fields (under protest) 
to ensure Grandad and other farm 
workers were adequately fed and 
watered particularly during harvest 
time when the hours were long, and 
the weather hot. She could however 
clean for Britain, and this was a 
constant challenge for her given

Grandad’s work on the farm and his 
love of his garden and allotment. 
When the farm moved from the area 
that is now Queen Eleanor Road, 

to Chase Farm (next to the infant 
school) Grandad moved with it. He 
worked his way from a labourer to 
foreman, a role that he stayed in, 
even when the farm changed owners, 
moved yet again (to its current site 
on Grafton Road) until the day he 
retired in 1990. 

He was joined on the farm by his 
son, my uncle, Phillip who is still 

is working the same land today. 
Over the 60 odd years he saw many 
changes to farming but adapted with 
all of them and seemed to love every 
day of it. He worked constantly, 
except the occasional holiday and a 
serious cancer diagnosis, from which 
he bounced back and went back to 
work as soon as he was physically 
able, albeit probably too soon for 
Nan’s liking.

Charlie and Margaret had 4 children, 
and other than a short move to a tied 
cottage in Pytchley spent their entire 
lives living in Geddington, only 
moving from another tied cottage on 
West Street to one on Grafton road, 
before moving to Halls Close after 
Grandad finally retired from farming. 
Even then, he would not sit still, and 
if he wasn’t found working on his 
garden or allotment, would be in his 
shed woodworking or painting and 
drawing, the latter of which he took 
up more and more in later life as he 


was less able to do the physical tasks. 


He became very accomplished and 
ended up with what seemed like a 
full gallery in his living room. Every 
time I went see him over recent 
years, there would be another sketch 
book full of drawings and paintings 
to view. 

As a young boy, I spent a lot of my 
spare time with Grandad on the farm, 
and was never happier than when 

I got to ride in the Land Rover, or 
sit up in the brand new, shiny green 
Deutz-Fahr tractor, all very exciting 
for an eleven year old. Even now, in 
my working life I aspire to have the 
same work ethic and commitment 

to my role as I saw in him. Grandad 
always expected the best from his 
grandchildren, and while at the time 
seemed like he was being too harsh, 
now I look back and am thankful for 
the lessons I learnt, and he was the 
major influence of the man I became. 
A couple of years ago I was shown a 
photo of Grandad wearing women’s 
clothing in preparation for a game 
of Puddock (Herein lies a totally 
separate article on the wonder that 
is the game Puddock, but easiest to 
say it is a strange version of cricket 
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where you have to try and miss the 
bails apparently? !). Why Grandad 
and his friends at that time needed to 
play the game in women’s clothing 
is beyond me, but perhaps it makes a 
lot of sense for those that have seen 
my gold stilettos during numerous 
Music Hall outings. 

Grandad loved wildlife and I spent 
many happy hours listening to him 
inform me about native birds and 
wild flowers, a passion that was with 
him through his entire life. 

As a farmer, he was committed to 
finding a balance, and Geddington 
Farms was one of the first in the 
country to introduce wide ‘field 
margins’ to give space to wildlife. 
He also dug a number of ponds on 
the land he farmed to encourage 
more wildlife. I’m positive that he 
was well ahead of his time in taking 
this approach. 

In what 1s often the all too fast paced 
world in which we now live, Charlie 
was the epitome of a slower, simpler 
time. Never happier than knowing his 
family were safe, while watching a 
black and white Western and sipping 
a glass of the finest Whisky (with just 
a dash of water of course). 
Following Grandad’s passing I 
received a lovely condolence card 
from Brenda Chapman and her 
family, which commented that 
Charlie Johnson was a perfect 
gentleman, and that is exactly how 

I will remember him too. A true 
gentleman, and a man who loved 
Geddington. Well why wouldn’t you? 
A reminder maybe as to how lucky 
we are, especially in these times. 
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Like many people at this time I have 
been furloughed from my job. This 
has given me the opportunity to chip 
away at a project I’ve been working 
on for many years. 


It all began back in the late 1980s 
when I was attending Art College and 
was tasked with finding a subject for 
a photography project. Whilst looking 
for inspiration in the college library 

I happened upon Arthur Smith’s 
survey of Sussex Windmills that he 
produced in the 1970s. 


I suppose this appealed to me as I’d 
grown up in Rottingdean, a small 
village near Brighton which is rather 
dominated by its windmill on the hill. 
I felt they’d be a great photographic 
subject, so was inspired to follow 

in Arthurs’ footsteps and as a result, 

I began to research, visit and photo- 
graph all the mills and remains that 

I could find. 


In those early days I was still reliant 
on my parents for transportation, 

so a lot of planning was involved. 
Especially in those pre-internet / 
Google maps days.

The late Frank Gregory (the foremost 
expert on Sussex mills) was still on 
the scene at the time and I remember 
a rather memorable visit to Shipley 
Mill where he managed to persuade 
me to venture out onto the rickety 
old fan-carriage even though I’m 
terrified of heights! 


The project was a success and helped 
me pass the course. 


Fast forward 20 years and I happened 
to rediscover the project in our old 
loft and decided to rekindle my 
interest. I began revisiting the mills 
to see how/if their situation had 
changed. I became aware of the 
Sussex Mills Group and contacted 
them for help with my research.

I soon got acquainted with the 
vice-chairman Peter Hill and fellow 
member Simon Potter, and when 
Robin Jones announced he was 
stepping down from producing their 
newsletter I offered my services 
and as a result in April 2012 I took 
over as Editor of their newsletter, a 
quarterly publication. Incidentally 
the April 2020 edition was the 

32" issue I’ve presided over! 


My personal project escalated when 
Peter Hill allowed me to copy his 
photograph collection and possibly 
more importantly he allowed me 
access to a collection of 2000 pages 
of unpublished work from the 1930s 
onwards by the mill historian 
Herbert Edward Sydney Simmons. 

I embarked on collating all this 
along with my own research and 

by cross-referencing all available 
sources I now have recorded around 
720 windmills that have stood in the 
county at one point or another! 
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To futher enhance my knowledge 
I joined team of volunteers at Vill’ 
Windmill and it was fun showing 
the members of the public round 
and answering their queries. 


Obviously now that we are living in 
Geddington it’s hampered me from 
being able to visit Sussex mill sites 
myself but this 1s where social media 
has become invaluable. I’m able to 
post enquiries onto Facebook groups 
and usually there are local people 
who are able to assist with providing 
knowledge or are even willing to go 
out and explore sites on my behalf! 


People often ask if I’m now tempted 
to look into the Northamptonshire 
windmills but at the moment I’ve 
still more than enough on my plate 
with the Sussex ones! However I do 
confess my curiosity led me to track 


down a copy of Trevor Stainwright’s 
“Windmills of Northamptonshire’”’ 
which reveals that nearby Kettering 
had two windmills.

Here’s a few things I’ve come across 
during my research: 


¢ King's aka Vincent s Smock 
Windmill at Shipley was the real 
life home of poet Hillaire Belloc 
as well as being the residence of 
fictional detective Jonathan Creek 
in the BBC television series. 


¢ [If Camberwick Greens Chigley 
was indeed based on Chailey 
then its fair to assume that Windy 
Millers’ windmill was inspired by 
its North Common windmill. 


¢ At Clayton, ‘Jill’ the white post 
windmill, has made numerous TV 
appearances whilst neighbouring 
Jack’ tower mill starred in the 
1974 film “The Black Windmill” 
starring Michael Caine. 


¢ In 1264 King Henry IIT’ brother 
Richard, Earl of Cornwall, took 
refuge in a windmill during the 
Battle of Lewes. Upon being 
surrounded he was taunted with 
“Come out... thou bad miller!”

¢ Another royal encounter occurred 
in Winchelsea in August 1297 when 
King Edward I* horse was startled 
by a windmill causing it to leap 
down an embankment - a drop of 
about 12 feet! 


¢ Jn 1919 the converted base of the 
old Lewes Town Windmill was 
purchased on a whim by novelist 
Virginia Woolf (1882-1941). 

¢ Hogg Hill Windmill at Icklesham 
is owned by ex-Beatle Sir Paul 
McCartney and he’s adapted the 
mill buildings into a recording 
studio. It was a favourite place of 
his wife Linda whose ashes were 
scattered under the steps of the mill. 


¢ During WW2, Waterhall Tower 
Windmill at Patcham was used as 
the H.Q. for the Home Guard. 


¢ At Framfield, two men drinking 
in the Barley Mow Pub, were 
watching Mount Ephraim Windmill 
at work. One wagered the other 
that he wouldn t run between the 
revolving sails; the challenge 
was accepted, and he accomplished 
the feat in safety, however on 
turning round and making a second 
attempt he was struck by a sail and 
was killed on the spot! 


¢/n January 1799 at Pevensey, 
Westham Windmill was visited on 
several nights by thieves. Tired of 
their unwelcome attentions, the 
grinder was instructed to place a 
spring gun loaded with shot before 
leaving each night. This the miller 
did for several nights. However, one 
morning forgot it was there, with 
the result he was seriously injured! 


Note: Windmills, like ships are 
referred to in the feminine - this is 
presumably due to both once having 
canvas sails. Windmills have been 
described as “ships of the land”.

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Back to Nature 


wo I’ve got Worms! - lan Schulz 


You might not think this is a good way to start a conversation however, here we go... /’ve got WORMS!!! 


I keep tens of thousands of them and 
forever try to expand that quantity but, 
before you stop reading this article, 
please let me try and explain why. 
Firstly worms are a food, I wouldn’t 
recommend eating them but how many 
times have we seen a blackbird 
tugging a worm from the lawn or 
seen the annoying molehill where 
these little fellows are hunting them 
out. Fishermen have long known the 
benefit of a wriggling bait and the 
different species of fish they attract. 
My only reason for keeping worms 
at present is for their poo. 


Why would you want worm poo? 
Simple answer... COMPOST. 


To those who know, there 1s 
nothing better than worm compost 
(Vermicompost). It acts as a slow 
release feed for your plants, 

fruit and veg throughout the 
growing season 
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Fact... Vermicompost as an additive 
increases yield in some fruits and 
veg by as much as 30 to 50% and 
can produce much larger vegetables, 
this has been well documented. 
Vermicompost is the best 100% 
natural, chemical free, fertiliser. It 
can be mixed in with regular compost 
or a few tablespoons can be spread 
around the base of a plant. 
Alternatively, a small amount can 
be spooned into the ground or pot 
as you sow your seeds. It doesn’t 
take that much to make a very 
noticeable difference. 


How and why?... With much 
research into this project and a vast 
amount of sound advice, I opted 
for a species commonly known 
as Red wigglers 

(Esineni fetida). 
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Wigglers withstand a wide range in 
climate and are top feeders diving 
down no more than 10 — 15 cm, 

so they suit the boxes I wanted to 
house them in and, more importantly, 
how I wanted to feed them. 

They have a simple diet, they eat 
decaying rubbish or at least the 
microbes that the rubbish produces. 
They don’t have a mouth with teeth, 
just imagine them as mini vacuum 
cleaners sucking up their grub, 

they have a gizzard like a chicken so 
they also have to take in something 
coarse to grind their food... Like little 
waste disposal units, perfect for the 
recyclers amongst us. 

Most home worm farmers feed their 
worms vegetable scraps, farmyard 
or horse manure, fallen leaves, 
newspaper and cardboard. It’s not 
wise to give them anything acidic. 


Although they can take small 
amounts, it’s not good for them or 
the worm bin environment. They 
need to live in a neutral PH level 
and a bedding moisture content of 
around 70 - 80%. 
I’ve just skimmed across the 
surface of Vermicomposting, 
Pll let you get over the shock 
of someone farming 
worms, but the 
results speak for 
themselves.

Another aspect is that whilst 
sitting in the sun, with my cup of 
tea and my book, and occasionally 
looking around, the insects are 
more noticeable.

This year I have noticed many more 
Bee-flies. This tiny insect, its body 1s 
only 10-15mm long, is part of the fly 
community, and not only looks like 
a bee, but hums like a bee. It’s most 
noticeable feature, if you can see it 
close-up, 1s its long proboscis, which 
is nearly half of its length. Its wings 
beat extremely quickly and watching 
one hover 8” above some blossom 
petals, the wind from is wings was 
moving the petals. 

It flies in April — May and visits 
flowers to feed on nectar, flowers 
such as primroses and violets.

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However, it does have a darker side, 
the larvae of the Bee-fly are nest 
parasites of ground-nesting and 
solitary bees, feeding on the bee 
grubs. The female bee-fly flicks 

her eggs towards the entrance holes 
of solitary bee nests to allow the 
larvae to hatch in the right place.

many local people as all our lives 
have been turned upside down by 
the global pandemic. And a massive 
thank you too to all our local NHS 
and care workers for whom we go 
out to clap on our doorsteps every 
Thursday evening. Not forgetting all 
our local supermarket and small shop 
employees, council workers, postal 
workers, police officers, firefighters, 
teachers, nursery providers, small 
business owners, volunteers and 
everyone else who have been 
determined to keep doing their very 
best in these challenging times. 


At the time of writing (/5th May), out 


of our county population of 780,000 
in Northamptonshire there have been 
1180 identified COVID-19 cases 

and very sadly 442 deaths of whom 
338 have been in our two hospitals 
and 108 in the wider community.

The latest 14 day average is 12 new 
COVID-19 cases a day with the rate 
beginning to slow. 2,326 tests have 





been carried out. There are presently 
104 COVID-19 patients in KGH 
(out of 550 beds) with a suspected 

61 other cases awaiting test results. 
I’ve kept closely in touch with KGH 
which has responded magnificently 
to the crisis. At the very beginning of 
the outbreak there was a possibility 
that under a ‘reasonable worst case 
scenario’ both KGH and NGH could 
have ended up with all their 1200 
beds full of COVID-19 patients, 

but thankfully due to local people 
adhering to the lockdown guidance 
and a superb response from both 
hospitals this has not happened. 
However, we’re not out of the woods 
yet and there’s a real risk of a second 
wave perhaps later in the year unless 
that rate of transmission can be kept 
as low as possible until a vaccine is 
developed. Whilst all this has been 
going on HM Government has 
substantially strengthened KGH’s 
finances with a complete write off of 
the Trust’s £167m debt. I have been 
liaising with the Hospitals Minister 
during the outbreak. 

The local Clinical Commissioning 
Group and Northamptonshire County 
Council have both been working 
magnificently together to co-ordinate 
the local public health response 
through a Local Resilience Forum.

This has co-ordinated food and 





medicine deliveries to those being 
shielded with the help of a small 
army of 14,000 public-spirited local 
volunteers. Almost 5000 COVID-19 
-related calls have been handled by 
NCC including over 2000 requests 
for food, medicine and other support. 
Kettering Borough Council has also 
pulled out all the stops, in particular 
in managing the various direct cash 
grant payments from HM Treasury 
direct to local small businesses. 

At the time of writing almost 1300 
payments totalling £15m has been 
channeled direct to local businesses 
in record time, making KBC one of 
the very best councils in the whole 
country for distributing this much 
needed financial support. 

During the crisis I’ve been fielding 
hundreds of local enquiries from 
local people worried about their own 
personal situations and the local and 
national picture and responding as 
best I can within such a fast moving 
situation. I’ve also been updating HM 
Government on the local situation 
and liaising closely with local NHS, 
councils and emergency services. 
There is no doubt that we all have 

a way to go yet, but I am optimistic 
that if the response of local people 1s 
anything to go by then as a country 
we will overcome this challenge 

and bounce back as and when the 
virus is tamed. 

I am always available to assist local 
residents where I can, so please do 
contact me by phone or email and I 
would be pleased to do my best.
